City impounds 
funds for EDA 
170,000 workers strike Ford 


DETROIT (U P I) - Ford Motor Co. 
manufacturing and assembly lines were 
shut down today by the third nationwide 
strike in the company’s history and 
170.000 workers were off the job in a 
billion-dollar contract dispute. 
The strike by the United Auto Workers 
was the largest industrial shutdown 
since General Motors was closed by its 
400.000 blue collar employes for 67 days 
in 1970. But it is not expected to have any 
severe economic repercussions unless it 
drags out for more than 30 days. 
The strike officially began at 11:59 
p.m. EDT Tuesday. 
The traditional marathon bargaining 
sessions, a news blackout and the usual 
down-to-the-deadline drama did not ac­ 
company the strike countdown this year. 


The final difference was the highly un­ 
usual early announcement of the strike. 
“ The situation was such on Monday 
that we both agreed there was no point in 
going through a meaningless charade 
and going through a lot of motions when 
it was quite obvious we weren’t getting 
anywhere,” UAW President Leonard 
Woodcock said. 
Ford labor Vice President Sidney 
McKenna said he knew last Saturday 
that there would be a strike. 
Both union and company officials 
refused to speculate on the length of the 
walkout but it was expected to last at 
least two weeks because of the impas­ 
se in bargaining. Further negotiations 
were postponed until at least next Mon­ 
day. 


Woodcock blamed Ford for the strike, 
charging the company “ has been un­ 
responsive and unwilling to engage in 
serious bargaining.” McKenna respond­ 
ed that the automaker had “ attempted to 
take a constructive and reasonable ap­ 
proach.” 
McKenna estimated the worth of 
provisions in the last rejected contract 
offer at “ well over $1 billion” during the 
next three years. 
Woodcock said the strike, which both 
sides considered avoidable when con­ 
tract talks began in mid-July, was called 
because the No. 2 automaker persisted in 
ignoring basic UAW demands. 
Both sides agreed the key to the strike 
was the union demand for more paid 
days off for workers in addition to the 


average 30V2 days in holidays and vaca­ 
tions each year. The union said it was 
needed to create new jobs and lower un­ 
employment. 
The full economic impact was unclear 
but industry analysts agreed it would 
have to last two weeks to a month before 
it was felt. 
The immediate impact was on the 
workers themselves, who gave up 
average paychecks of $275 a week in ex­ 
change for $40 to $50 in strike benefits 
they will draw from the union’s record 
$175 million strike fund. The fund will 
shrink at the rate of $11 million a week. 
Ford has 99 manufacturing and auto 
assembly plants in 22 states, most of 
them concentrated in Michigan and 
Ohio.

rollout slated 


In a meeting marked by an occasional 
display of temper and the expression of a 
lot of frustration, the Lompoc City Coun­ 
cil last night voted to impound further 
funding for the Lompoc Valley Economic 
Development Association. 
Coming at the end of a more than 
three-hour joint meeting, at the Royal 
Coach restaurant, the unanimous deci­ 
sion put E.D A. on notice that unless it 
could come up with some concrete 
development proposals for the city to 
look at, further funding would be per­ 
manently terminated. At present, pay­ 
ment of the quarterly alotment for 
E D A. operations is being held in an 
interest-drawing account. 
The dinner meeting got under way with 
a short presentation by E.D.A. manager 
Charles Carmichael on what had been 
accomplished over the past two years, 
during which time a reorganization ef­ 
fort had been under way. 
E D A. according to Carmichael, has 
pulled itself into the black and is 
operating now much more in line with 
what a city the size of Lompoc can af­ 
ford.That has mainly been accomplished 
through more imaginative and less cost­ 
ly promotional campaigns, through mail­ 
ings to industries in other cities explain­ 
ing the virtues of our community and 
through offering finder’k fees to realtors 
in the L A. area, contingent on an in­ 
dustry actually locating in Lompoc. 
The problems Carmichael said he sees 
as remaining are strong opposition to 
E.D. A. “ which may prove to be the undo­ 
ing of our efforts” and a “ less than 
straight-forward line of complete trust 
and coordination between E D A. and the 
city.” 
Some of the pluses outlined by the 
E D A. manager dealt with several 
grant programs which are being pursued 
by both E.D A. and the city staff. 
While each grant program would deal 
with economic development funds being 
made available by the federal govern­ 
ment, each is based on different criteria. 
One grant would provide monies based 
on a location in proximity to Vandenberg 
AFB and the affect that installation 
has on local economy. Another is based 
on the unemployment rate within the 
county of Santa Barbara, and the third, 
through the F.H A , could supply up to 
$100,000 for off-site improvements such 
as street and utility enhancement of an 
industrial site. According to city ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers, the F.H.A. 
grant would appear to be the most quick­ 
ly and easily garnered of these grants, 
although not having a specific project 
ready to go might slow the process 
somewhat. 
This statement brought the meeting to 
a proposal by the EDA for placing a 
$1,000 option on a piece of property which 


could then be improved at the same time 
preventing the land owner from raising 
the price of his property based on the im­ 
provements. There was no significant 
criticism of this proposal from council, 
and the matter appeard to die for lack of 
council interest. 
Carmichael also mentioned a second 
possible avenue for consideration which 
had to do with a recently organized as­ 
sociation called CALBIDCO which is an 
association of member banks which 
makes low interest industrial loans to 
organizations such as E.D.A. The Small 
Business Administration and CALBIDCO 
operate on a similar basis although, ac­ 
cording to Carmichael, CALBIDCO ap­ 
pears to have more latitude in its opera­ 
tions. 
But even with the pursuit of grants 
from here and there going on full time, 
Carmichael pointed out that Lompoc 
should have something engineered for 
the grant when we get it. The possibility 
of taking an option was brought up again 
with Wahlers, while not opposed, at least 
questioning E.D.A. using its funds for an 
option which may be lost if the option is 
not taken within the six month option 
period. “ City and E.D.A. funds are not 
explicitly available for that purpose. It’s 
not that we can’t do it, it’s just that it 
should be done with the blessing of the 
council.” Wahlers said. 
The frustrations of the council and 
E.D.A. board members over E.D.A. ac­ 
complishments and its role in Lompoc 
were perhaps best expressed by Wahlers 
and E.D.A. board president Lloyd Spear 
of Stateside Office Supply. Hie city ad­ 
ministrator said, “ The city is ready to 
talk to anyone about industrial develop­ 
ment and what the city is willing to do to 
help. No one is coming in we can talk to. 
We need the E.D.A. to package a project 
and then the city can act.” At which time 
Spear said, “ The E.D.A. can’t package a 
project without the city being a part of 
the project from the very beginning. We 
will never be able to bring a completed 
package to the city and say ’Here it is.’ ” 
The council did not give its blessing to 
either E.D.A. or its proposals for 
development last night, leading at least 
one observer to remark that the setup for 
the eventual dissolution of E D A was 
made and need only be implemented 
when, after months of work, the final 
E.D.A. proposals are denied council sup­ 
port. 
The one bright spot in the evenings 
proceedings came about when Ray Ruh 
of Vancon Trucking outlined plans for an 
18,000 sq. ft. development he is about to 
begin construction of on A Street which 
will house eight small industries and of­ 
fices. That development, Ruh said, was 
possible partly as a result of the efforts 
of E.D.A. 


MOSCOW (U P I) - The Soviet Union 
has warned Japan their relations have 
been severely undermined by Tokyo’s 
refusal to return a Soviet pilot and his 
top-secret fighter plane. 
The Tass news agency, in the first 
Soviet response to the incident, also ac­ 
cused President Ford Tuesday of making 
an “ instigatory” statement by offering 
political asylum to the pilot. 
Tass disputed Japanese accounts of the 
pilot's actions, saying he was on a 
routine training mission and only landed 
in northern Japan when he lost his way 
and the plane ran low on fuel. 
The Japanese have said 29-year-old 
pilot Viktor Belenko, now in the United 
States, told them he had planned for two 
years to defect. 
The Soviets also criticized the 
Japanese for refusing them speedy ac­ 
cess to Belenko in Japan They said when 
the meeting was finally arranged, it was 
a “ farce” lasting only seven minutes 
Tass said Belenko appeared to be un­ 
der the influence of narcotics dunng the 
meeting and his three “ incoherent 
phrases” did not support claims he in­ 
tended to defect 
Belenko flew to Japan Sept. 6 in a 
MIG25 fighter, capable of flying three 
times the speed of sound and considered 
one of the most advanced warplanes in 
the world 
The Soviet statement did not mention 
the type of aircraft. 
’ The acts of Japanese authorities with 
regard to the Soviet plane and its pilot 
could not be qualified as being other than 
unfriendly to the Soviet Union, flouting 
elementary norms of international law 
and the practice of relations between 
states, especially neighbor states.” Tass 
said 
“ In acting in this way Jap an 
aggravates Soviet-Japanese relations, 
their present and their future.” Tass 
said 
One Western diplomat described the 
statement as a “ stinker” and said “ it 
augurs very poorly for the future of 
Soviet-Japanese relations.” 
The diplomat said the statement was 
clearly designed to bring public pressure 
on Japan to return the plane quickly. 
The statement also accused the 
Japanese of collusion with the United 
States to arrange Belenko’s defection It 
said American “ secret agencies’ were 
behind Ford’s offer of asylum

Demo nod over 
Bella Abzug 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, who used a hard pro- 
American line to edge Rep Bella Abzug 
in New York’s Democratic Senate pri­ 
mary Tuesday will face Conservative- 
Republican 
incumbent James Buckley 
in the November election 
With 99 per cent of the election dis­ 
tricts reporting, the former U N ambas­ 
sador and urban adviser to former Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon, led Mrs. Abzug 36 to 
35 per cent, with a more than 9,000-vote 
margin. Moynihan had 325,919 votes to 
the congresswoman’s 316,770. 
Former Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark. New York City Council President 
Pau l O ’D w yer and businessm an 
Abraham Hirschfeld trailed far behind 
On the Republican side, Buckley 
soundly defeated Rep Peter Peyser of 
suburban Westchester County to win the 
senate nomination in the first statewide 
GOP primary in 55 years 
Buckley, who already was assured of a 
place on the November ballot as the 
Conservative Party candidate, had 70 
per cent of the vote to Peyser’s 30 per 
cent with 98 per cent of the districts 
counted 
Moynihan ran ahead of Mrs Abzug in 
New York City, the suburbs and upstate 
As expected, only 20 per cent of New 
York’s 3 6 million voters went to the 
polls in warm, clear weather to decide 
the stormy race which quickly boiled 
down to a head-on clash between the 
flamboyant Moynihan and the feisty 
three-term congresswoman 


Orbiter

The flagship of a new era of space 
transportation will be unveiled Friday at 
Palmdale during rollout ceremonies for 
the first reusable Space Shuttle vehicle 
Space Shuttle operations are scheduled 
to begin at Cape Canaveral in 1979 and 
will come to Vandenberg Air Force Base 
in the early 1980s, 
While Orbiting Vehicle 101, to be put on 
display following Friday’s rollout, is the 
first Space Shuttle craft to come off the 
assembly line, it will not be the first one 
to fly. 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration officials said Orbiter 101 
will be used as a test craft to verify the 
aerodynam ic and flig h t control 
characteristics of the vehicle Orbiter 
102, now in structural assembly with 
rollout scheduled in mid-1977 — will be 
used in the initial earth orbital flights 
from Kennedy Space Center in Florida in 
1979, 
Testing of Orbiter 101 will begin in 1977 
when it will be launched from the top of a 
modified 747 jetliner in a series of man­ 
ned approach and landing tests, to take 
place at Edwards Air Force Base in 
California 


Afterward, extensive ground vibration 
tests will be conducted in 1978 at the 
M arshall Space Fligh t Center in 
Alabama. When these tests are com­ 
pleted, Orbiter 101 will be returned to 
Palmdale for modifications that will 
prepare it for space flight. 
The Record will join a large contingent 
of worldwide communications media 
representatives, governmental and 
legislative leaders and aerospace and 
business executives at the rollout on F ri­ 
day. It is estimated that 1.000 persons 
will be at the ceremonies 
Orbiter 101 completed its final as­ 
sembly ahead of schedule, according to 
officials of Rockwell International, 
prime contractor for the vehicle 


NASA administrator Dr 
Jam es C. 
Fletcher will host the rollout ceremonies 
which will precede the unveiling of Or­ 
biter 101 The program will include brief 
remarks by U.S. Senators John Tunney 
of California and Barry Goldwater Sr. of 
Arizona, and Congressman Olin Teague 
of Texas who is chairman of the House 
Committee on Science and Technology. 
John Yardley. associate administrator 
of NASA, will be master of ceremonies 
for the dedication Also sharing the plat­ 
form will be Willard Rockwell, chairman 
of the board of Rockwell International, 
and program executives of NASA Space 
Shuttle 
Thousands of American companies, in­ 
cluding nearly every major aerospace 
contractor, contributed to the design, 
development and system manufacturing 
of the Shuttle Transportation System 
The first six flights of Orbiter 102 will 
be experimental in nature. 
Actual 
operational flights are scheduled to 
begin in July. 1980 Orbiter 101 will not go 
into service until a year or so later. 
The Shuttle Orbiter vehicles are 
designed to be used as many as 100 times 
each 
Orbiter 101 is as large as a commercial 
jet airliner and has an empty weight of 
150,000 pounds. It is 122 feet long and has 
a wingspan of 78 feet. 
The whole Space Shuttle System is 
composed of the Orbiter, two solid 
rocket boosters and an external fuel tank 
that feeds the Orbiter s three main 
engines The Orbiter is attached to the 
back of the fuel tank and the solid 
boosters are attached to each side of the 
external tank The solid rocket boosters 
will be recovered, refurbished and 
reused While the external tank will be 
jettisoned, it will not be recovered. 
Launch of the vehicle is like a rocket, 
but after its earth orbital mission is com­ 
pleted, it will return to earth and land 
like an aircraft at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base and at runways at the KSC in 
Florida 


The Florida launchings will be for 
equatorial orbital flights, and those from 
Vandenberg will be for polar orbital 
operations 
The Space Transportation System of 
the next decade will consist of the Space 
Shuttle, a Spacelab and upper stages to 
propel payloads beyond the capability of 
the Shuttle to synchronous orbit and to 
other planets, according to NASA of­ 
ficials. 
The Shuttle program will eliminate 
launch vehicles of the type being used to­ 
day by both civilian and military opera­ 
tions It also will have the capability of 
retrieving malfunctioning satellites and 
either repairing them in orbit or return­ 
ing them to earth 
No longer will it be necessary, says 
NASA, to write off a multimillion dollar 
satellite because of a malfunction follow­ 
ing launch, which is a matter of par­ 
ticular importance with the predicted 
growing future requirements for ad­ 
ditional weather, earth resources, com­ 
munication and navigational satellites 
Friday’s rollout moves all of this just a 
little closer

Members of the local Chapter 257 were 
ilainly disappointed by the failure of the 
chool board to offer a genuine counter 
iroposal to their own demand for a 
alary increase of 16 per cent. Chapter 
iresident Bob Halstead and some of his 
issociates stood outside the central ad- 
ninistration building in tight little knots 
ifter the board’s chief negotiator, assis- 
;ant Supt. Alice Milligan handed out 
copies of the board's offer. 


Milligan told this reporter the lack of 
my offer in terms of salary was a 
negotiating stance. She said all aspects 
nf the salary package were open to 
negotiations. It is a mandate of the 
education code that initial salary posi­ 
tions be announced publicly at a school 
board meeting 
The board had no formal response to 
accompany the offer, but instructed 
Milligan to proceed with the negotia­ 
tions A meeting was believed set for to­ 
day with classified representatives. 
In other action the board: 
—Took note of a report that showed at­ 


tendance climbed from 9,705 students on 
Sept. 7, opening day of school, to 10,346 
on Sept. 13. third day of school. Officials 
said the toal enrollment was close to 
projections 
—Officially designated the supervisor 
of nurses as a member of management 
—Approved the expenditure of $40 for 
district participation in the State of 
California’s bulk purchasing program 
—Approved travel allowances for 
nurses. 
Earlier, the trustees rejected an ap­ 
peal by David Wulftange for use of the 
district's bus for handicapped students to 
transport students from the southwest to 
Ruth School. Wulftange is an official of 
the parents’ coalition. Save Our Schools 
and has been in the forefront of efforts to 
improve safety factors along the route

BEIRU T. Lebanon (U PI) - 
While fighting with tanks and 
rockets thundered in Beirut’s 
suburbs, the latest proposal for 
peace talks floundered today 
over reported opposition by out- 
going President Suleiman 
Franjieh. who was not invited 
to participate 
Moslem and Christian mili­ 
tary spokesmen both reported 
fighting across Lebanon’s main 
battlefronts Tuesday but said it 
was heaviest in the Ain-

muscle. Syria reportedly began 
massing more of its forces at 
the mountain town of Sofar. 15 
miles southeast of Beirut. Both 
rightist and leftist sources said 
they expected a new Syrian 
military thrust if the latest 
peace efforts collapse. 
Leftist military spokesmen 
said Syrian troops deployed in 
the south shelled their positions 
around the port of Sidon. 30 
miles south of Beirut. Rightists 
said they stormed the village of 
Salima, killing 23 Palestinians, 
in fighting in the central moun­ 
tains northeast of Beirut 
The peace proposal was for a 
meeting among Syrian Premier 
Abdel Rahman Khleifaw i,

At least 20 persons were 
known injured, including sol­ 
diers who jumped from win­ 
dows in their barracks. 
More than a dozen shocks 
between 3:20 a.m. and 11:20 
а.m. sent thousands of persons 
fleeing from their homes all 
over northern Italy. 
S w e d e n 's 
U p p sala 
seismological Institute said the 
two heaviest shocks measured 
б.3 and 6.4 respectively on the 
Richter scale. 
This was only slightly below 
the 6.9 point magnitude of the 
May 6 earthquake that killed 
nearly 1.000 Friuli residents, in­ 
jured 2.500 and left tens of thou­ 
sands homeless 


The shocks were felt in parts 
of Yugoslavia. Austria, West 
Germany. Switzerland and 
France In Italy, they sent thou­ 
sands fleeing their homes in 
Trieste. Venice. Trento and 
Bolzano and were felt as far as 
Genoa. 317 miles to the west, 
and Florence. 230 miles to the 
south 
An Italian parliamentary 
delegation, in Udine to discuss 
relief for victims of the May 
quake, fled when the building 
where it was meeting with 
Friuli region mayors developed 
cracks. The meeting was 
rescheduled at another site

scrutiny. 


Carter hammered away at 
Ford administration farm poli­ 
cies Tuesday as he campaigned 
through Arizona, Montana and 
the Dakotas — drawing cheers 
from large, enthusiastic audi­ 
ences when he said the first 
thing he’d do as president would 
be to fire Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz. 


Carter refused to say who 
would replace Butz but said, 
“ almost anybody would be an 
improvement.” 
The Democratic presidental 
nominee was expected to con­ 
tinue the same theme today as 
he campaigned with his running 
mate. Sen. Walter Mondale. at 


a Farmfest in Lake Crystal, 
Minn. Later, Carter goes to 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
Minn., then to Dearborn, Mich., 
to address the Michigan AFL- 
CIO. 
The Carter campaign flew 
2,000 miles Tuesday to cover 
four states that have only 17 
electoral votes but are consid­ 
ered vital to the Midwestern 
base of the Ford campaign. 
Montana and North Dakota 
were the only two of the coc- 
tinental 48 states Carter had not 
visited in his quest for the 
presidency. 
Ford’s record was the cons­ 
tant target of the Georgian’s 
speeches as he criticized ad­ 
ministration programs on 
health care the environment, 
agriculture and even the White 
House budget. But the strongest 
attack was saved for Ford’s 
plans not to hit the campaign 
trail in earnest until mid- 
October 


In Billings. Mont., Carter 
said the way to restore the 
people’s faith in government 
was “ not by hiding in the White 
House, not by refusing to ex­ 
plain one’s record but by cam­ 
paigning on the facts.” 
“ My campaigning gives me 
an advantage in letting the 
American people know that I 
care about them,” he said. 


Asked if he was saying that 
Ford’s lack of travel meant 
Ford didn't care about the peo­ 
ple. Carter said. “ I think that is 
an impression the American 
people can draw.” 


“ My own belief is that he 
would have a difficult time with 
the constant scrutiny and cons­ 
tant cross examination (on the 
campaign trail) of his positions 
as president.” he added. 
Arriving in Sioux Falls for a 
night rally. Carter said. “ I 
think it’s time we had a farmer 
in the White House.”

is unique among drugs because 
it accumulates in the body 


Studies have shown irreversi­ 
ble brain changes may be found 
where marijuana use has ex­ 
ceeded three years, and ab­ 
stinence does not bring about 
marked improvement until se­ 
veral weeks go by. and then 
only if exposure has been less 
than three years, he said

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
number of cattle on feed for sl­ 
aughter Sept. 1 in seven m ajor 
producing states was up 8 per 
cent from a year e a rlie r, 
promising continued heavy beef 
supplies for consumers in the 
short 
run. 
an 
A griculture 
Department report indicates. 
The rep ort also showed, 
however, that the margin over 
year-ago levels is narrowing, as 
predicted by economists, who 
say farm ers are preparing to 
shrink future supplies because 
they have been losing money at 
recent beef cattle sales 
The 8 per cent gain over year- 
ago cattle on feed numbers con­ 
trasted with a 12 per cent gap 
on Aug 1, the report noted 
The report, based on surveys 
by the A griculture D epart­ 
m ent’s Crop Reporting Board, 
said the number of grain-fed 
cattle sent to slaughter from 
the seven states in August was 
up 31 per cent from 1975 and 22 


per cent above two years ago. 
Officials said the total num­ 
ber of cattle and calves on feed 
in the states Sept 1 was 6.432 
million head They also noted 
the number placed on feed dur­ 
ing August was 1 404 million, up 
10 per cent from last year. 
The number on feed in the 
seven states Sept. 1 was up 
from a year earlier in all but 
two states — Arizona which 
reported 260,000 head for a 27 
per cent decline, and California 
where the 782,000-head e s ­ 
tim ate was virtually unchanged 
from last year 


In other states, the Sept. 1 
survey showed: 


Colorado — 690,000 head, up 3 
per cent from last year; Iowa

Experts find different 
causes for plane crash 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Three 
investigators of a five-fatality 
crash in Idaho say the cause of 
a m a jo r aviation accid ent 
depends on who wants to know 
it and why 
The three — a government in­ 
vestigator. a safety consultant 
and a lawyer — looked for and 
found different causes for the 
Feb 20. 1972. crash near F air­ 
field 
The lawyer, Donald Salem of 
San Diego, explained in a panel 
discussion Tuesday he had to 
find a cause he could blame on 


The plane crashed and burned. 
The government concluded 
mechanics who worked 27 hours 
in two days to overhaul the 
engine got too tired and did not 
follow prescribed procedures in 
tightening nuts holding an 
engine cylinder in place. 


The separation of the cylinder 
started a fire that spread out­ 
side the engine compartment 
and weakened wing spars, he 
said

w e r e 
blamed 


someone or some company in 
order to conduct a successful 
suit for damages for heirs of the 
passengers 
" I t's a profitable business to 
sue m anufacturers, and 1 think 
that’s why lawyers are involved 
in nearly all aviation m atters."

PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) - 
Viking 2 scientists, still trying 
to free the spacecraft’s jam­ 
med soil scooper, have dis­ 
covered a difference between 
its landing ground and the dis­ 
tant site where Viking 1 put 
down. 
There is less oxygen in the 
soil sampled by Viking 2 than in 
the soil around Viking 1. 
“ We see oxygen, but less than 
at Viking 1. which may suggest 
less oxidyzing substances at the 
Viking 2 site,” Dr. Hal Klein 
said Tuesday after reviewing 
results of the gas exchange, one 
of three biology experiments. 
“ We’ll continue to wait and 
see. The process may be 
somewhat slower at this site.” 
Viking 2 landed thousands of 
miles from the site where Vik­ 
ing 1 came to rest, coming 
down far to the north and 
halfway around the planet. 
Early in its experiments, Vik­ 
ing 1 detected a high oxygen 
count in the gas exchange ex­ 
periment. That was first seen 
as an indication of the pos­ 
sibility of life in the soil, but 
scientists are investigating the 
probability 
that 
unfamilar, 
Martian chemistry caused the 
reaction. 
Engineers waited today for a 
picture that may tell them what 
jammed the scoop on the long 
m echanical arm the robot 
laboratory uses to gather soil 
for experiments. 
The problem arose Sunday 
and it was first suspected that a 
pebble was stuck in part of the 
scoop Mission Director Louis 
Kingsland said engineers were 


also investigating the pos­ 
sibility the arm was halted by a 
faulty sensor switch designed to 
measure the arm’s degree of 
rotation 


The arm is wired so that vir­ 
tually any problem will cause it 
to shut down, to prevent it from 
damaging itself by continuing 
to function faultily. 


Viking scientists ordered the 


boom extended to bring the 
scoop about 16 inches from one 
of Viking’s two cameras so they 
can study the problem. 
They were optimistic they 
could override any shutdown 
command and have the scoop in 
operation in time to deliver the 
load of soil and pebbles to the 
inorganic chemistry experi­ 
ments and resume digging Sun­ 
day. 
Reagan meets with aides; 
discuss future, surplus 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Ronald Reagan met with his 
campaign aides Tuesday to dis­ 
cuss his political future and a 
$1.2 million surplus left over 
from his unsuccessful bid to win 
the Republican presidential 
nomination. 
The former California gover­ 
nor met in his Pacific Palisades 
home with his national cam­ 
paign treasurer Darrel Trent, 
press secretary Lyn Nofziger 
and campaign adviser Michael 
Deaver. 
Reagan pledged his support 
for the Ford-Dole ticket in 
November but has been vague 
about specific campaigning and 
held the door open to a 1980 
Republican or independent can­ 
didacy should Ford lose to 
Democrat Jim m y Carter. 
Trent reportedly told Reagan 
that of the $12.5 million raised 
for his campaign there was $12 
million left. 
“ It’s certainly better than go­ 
ing in the red like (George) 


McGovern (in 1972).” Deaver 
said. “ What we have to do is 
have lawyers talk with the 
Federal Election Commission 
about the disposition of the 
funds.” 
Deaver said one of the mat­ 
ters to be resolved was whether 
the Reagan camp might hold 
onto the money for a possible 
future campaign. 
“ The way it worked out we 
got the matching funds late,” 
Deaver said. “ It’s sad to think 
the funds might have changed 
things around, particularly in 
Ohio and New Jersey.” 
Reagan has already taped a 
number of three-minute daily 
radio broadcasts giving his 
views about national issues. His 
agent says they will be sold to 
more than 400 stations by elec­ 
tion time. He also is resuming 
his weekly newspaper column 
that was dropped when he 
became an active candidate for 
the Republican nomination.

B E R K E L E Y (U P I) - Cali­ 
fornia's polio prevention pro­ 
gram is having the same trou­ 
bles as the anti-swine flu drive, 
according to the state's top dis­ 
ease control official. 
Dr James Chin, director of 
disease control for the State 
Health Department labs, said 
Tuesday that polio vaccine 
manufacturers who supply pub­ 
lic agencies are holding up 
production 
' The problem is exactly the 
same as what has delayed the 
swine flu immunization pro­ 
gram.” Chin said “ The drug 
companies are afraid of being 
sued due to side effects or bad 
reactions to their products 
However, he said that while 
the vaccine shortage was “ a 
worry'' there was no cause for 
alarm 
“ We are not running any im­ 
m ediate risk of a polio 
epidemic. It takes a long time 
for the state’s immunization 
level to fall significantly. We 
expect to catch up early next 
vear ”

Rosalynn sees 
Jimmy at 
disadvantage 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) 
— Rosalynn Carter believes 
her husband will go into his 
first debate with President 
Ford at a disadvantage 
because the President has 
time to practice and receive 
coaching w hile Jim m y 
Carter is spending his time 
on the campaign trail. 
But Mrs. Carter still feels 
her husband will more than 
hold his own against Ford. 
Mrs. Carter, stumping in 
California by commercial 
jetliner and private air­ 
plane, appeared in Los 
Angeles and Sacramento 
before spending the night in 
San Francisco, where she 
opened a Market Street Jim ­ 
my 
Carter-for-President 
headquarters. 
In Los Angeles, Mrs. 
Carter predicted people 
would be impressed by her 
husband’s knowledge of the 
issues. 
“ I think Mr. Ford is going 
to be surprised,” she said. 
At a Sacramento news 
conference, she said “ We go 
in (to the debates) at a 
disadvantage.” She noted 
that Ford is undergoing ex- 
te n siv e 
b rie fin g and 
‘coaching” in preparation 
for the encounter. 
“ He is just sitting there 
practicing.” she said of 
Ford. “ Jim m y doesn’t have 
time to do that. He is out 
campaigning.” 
But she added that Ford 
‘doesn’t know the people 
like Jimmy does and I think 
that will make a tremendous 
difference” 
in C arter’s 
favor 
In San Francisco, she said 
her husband was “ too busy" 
to match Ford’s hours of 
practicing and coaching and 
noted that her family visited 
37 states last week and plan 
ned to visit 35 states this 
week 
“ And we’ll keep it up until 
November." she promised. 
At San Francisco, pickets 
marched in front of the 
newly opened headquarters 
demanding that Soccialist 
Workers candidate Peter 
Camejo be included in the 
debate Mrs. Carter came in 
and out through a rear door 
and did not see the pickets 
In Sacram ento. Mrs 
Carter also said that she is 
sorry that abortion, which 
she opposes, has become 
such an inflamed issue 
“ I ’m sorry it's gotten to be 
such an issue in the cam 
paign I think it's a personal 
issue I ’ve always been op­ 
posed to it for myself." she 
said 


Swine flue shot awareness program nears 


ATLANTA (U P I) - The 
national Center for Disease 
Control today prepared a mas­ 
sive public awareness cam­ 
paign aimed at getting 200 
million Americans into clinic 
lines for their swine influenza 
immunization shots. 
The program’s central slo­ 
gan, which soon will appear on 
billboards and in television 
spots across the country, is 
“ Roll Up Your Sleeve, Ameri­ 
ca.” 
Don Berreth, CDC public in­ 
formation officer, said the sl­ 
ogan will appear under a pic­ 
ture of the international traffic 
sign for “ no” with the word 
“ flu” crossed out. 
He said 800 television public 
service commercials urging 
Americans to get swine flu 
shots this fall and winter are 
being produced. They, along 
with suggested billboard and 
newspaper ads, posters, and 
even lapel buttons saying “ I 
did.” will be distributed to state 
health departments for use with 
th e ir 
im m u n iz a tio n 
programs. 
Berreth said the publicity 
campaign will be coordinated to 
start with the arrival of vaccine 
shipments to the various states 
later this month. 
The flu program slogan and 
symbol were suggestions of two 
CDC employes who took part in 
a contest. John Jones of Colum­ 
bia, S.C., and James Gary Ran­ 
dolph of Atlanta were the win­ 
ners. Berreth said, and they 


will receive awards. 
The television spots show a 
line of persons getting inocula­ 
tions with a jet gun and an actor 
saying “ See how easy it is to 
protect yourself against flu.” 
The spots close with “ Roll up 
your sleeve, protect yourself.” 
Berreth said all of the 
publicity being produced for the 
immunization program will 
emphasize that “ flu is a serious 
disease, it can be prevented, 
there is an excellent, available 
vaccine without charge, the 
threat is real, and citizens 
should protect themselves 
against it.” 
A national opinion poll con­ 
ducted last month for the CDC 
showed that 93 per cent of those 
questioned were aware of the 
sw ine flu im m un ization 
program and that 53 per cent 
planned to get shots. Of those 
who said they did not plan to get 
the shots, 13 per cent, most said 
they did not believe the im­ 
munizations were necessary. 
The survey indicated that 
“ greater efforts must be made, 
especially in the South, to 
create awareness of the seri­ 
ousness of the swine flu 
problem.” 
Berreth said the CDC con­ 
ducted a meeting for state im­ 
munization program officials 
who w ill be in charge of 
publicity and said most states 
apparently were in good shape 
to start mass inoculations once 
the vaccine becomes available. 
“ There is a good deal of ac­ 


tivity there,” he said. “ They 
have volunteers all over.” 
The CDC said it expects 20 
million doses of the vaccine to 
be shipped to the states for 
arrival by Oct.l, with popula­ 
tion the principal factor in 
determining how much vaccine 


each state receives. 
CDC officials hope the mass 
inoculation project, already six 
weeks behind schedule, can be 
completed by the first of the 
year. The flu “ season,” howe­ 
ver, normally starts in late 
November or early December.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
checkmark on page 1 of a 1972 
federal income tax return was 
responsible for the Justice 
Department’s first indictment 
in a special investigation of 
persons who use foreign bank 
accounts to evade taxes. 
Jack Payner, about 68, of 
Beachwood, Ohio, who checked 
“ no" to a question asking if he 
had such a bank account, was 
indicted Tuesday on a charge of 
filing a false return, the depart­ 
ment said. 
The “ yes" or “ no” question 
that can lead to charges carry­ 
ing a maximum penalty of five 
years in prison and a $10,000 
fine was omitted from the 1975 
returns. 
The indictment also named 
H. 
Michael Wolstencroft, 
managing director of Castle 
Bank and Trust Co. Ltd. of Nas­ 
sau, the Bahamas, who was 
charged with abetting Peynor 
by issuing a false affidavit to 
the IRS 
While the indictment was be­ 
ing returned in U.S. District 
Court in Cleveland. Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik introduced a 
bill that would require the IRS 
to restore the question to the 
forms for 1976 when they are 
printed. 
Officials said the indictment 
was the first resuting directly 
from an investigation called 
“ Project Haven" which the IRS 
sarted but is now conducted by 
the Justice Department with 
IRS cooperation. 
The IRS found the number of 
taxpayers, who did not bother 


to check any answer to the 
question, rose from about 3 
million in 1971 and 1972 “ to an 
astonishing 38 million in 1974" 
when it was moved to an inside 
page. 
“ In a classic case of illogic 
they (the IRS officials) then 
figuratively throw up their 
hands and say, in effect, that 
with so many people not bother­ 
ing to answer the question we 
might as well take if off the 
return," Vanik said 
The foreign bank accounts, he 
added, “ have served as a finan­ 
cial underpinning of organized 
c r i m e , have p e rm itte d 
Americans to evade taxes and 
securities regulations ..." 
The Justice Department for 
the first time publicly identified 
Wolstencroft as the owner of a 
briefcase that caused IRS Com­ 
missioner Donald C Alexander 
to halt Project Haven in 1975 
and come under investigation 
himself 
The briefcase was said to con­ 
tain evidence of illegal tax eva­ 
sions but Alexander said the 
evidence was “ tainted" and 
could not be used in some court 
cases because an IRS infor­ 
mant 
had 
obtain ed 
it 
through a ruse 
A spokesman said the case 
against Payner was not based 
on evidence in the briefcase. 
The Justice and Treasury 
Departments 
cleared 
Alex­ 
ander last April after their 
investigations failed to turn up 
evidence that the commissioner 
had halted Haven to cover up 
for anyone.

Gale-force winds and five in­ 
ches of rain swept across the 
southern Atlantic Coast Tues­ 
day 
Cars foundered and were 
stranded in “ headlight high” 
water in the streets of Savan­ 
nah. bringing traffic to a stand­ 
still. and at least 30 persons 
were forced from their, homes 
by high water. No injuries were 
reported. 
Civil Defense workers took to 
boats on rescue missions and 
the Red Cross set up emergen­ 
cy shelters in two churches. 
Higgins, minister of one of 
the churches, said he looked out 
the window of his parish home 
and “ all I could see was water, 
water and more water.” 
The storm kicked up 10-foot 
seas and officials said it was 
lucky the heaviest rains hit at 
low tide or the flooding would 
have been much worse. 
The storm also raked portions 
of the Carolinas and Florida. 
Light rain Tuesday helped 
control a fire that burned about 
1.000 acres of marshland north 
of Stevens Point. Wis. and at 
one point forced the evacuation 
of several homes.

CONCORD (UPI) - Hypo­ 
thesis: today’s school children 
are reading, writing and figur­ 
ing more poorly than their 
parents did when they were 
youngsters. 
Experiment: a 1943 achieve­ 
ment test was given to group of 
sixth graders in Mt. Diablo 
Unified School District last spr­ 
ing 
Conclusion: the hypothesis is 
wrong, at least for the test 
group They placed about one 
month ahead of the 1943 test 
takers, according to Kenneth 
Lowry, director of elementary 
education in the 47.000-student 
school district. 


Lowry said at a school board 
meeting Tuesday night that he 
found “ not a great deal of dif­ 
ference” 
between student 
achievement now and 33 years 
ago. 
“ What I would like to say is 
that the educational system 
and. particularly, the students 
now hold as much promise to 
serve the needs of society as 
they ever have.” he said 
Thfe educator said many of 
the pupils’ mothers and fathers 
had taken the 1943 achievement 
test 
A similar test given a 
group of 11th graders last spr­ 
ing showed them about two 


months ahead of the 1943 group, 
on the average, he said. 
Lowry said the widely- 
deplored diminishing achieve­ 
ment scores among current 
high school graduates springs 
from the fact that poorer stu­ 
dents continue in today’s 
schools while they would have 
dropped out in earlier decades. 
For example, he said only 30 
out of 100 students entering high 
school in 1932 were graduated 
and the other 70 dropped out. 
“ Today’s critics of the public 
education system,” he said, 
“ have failed to recognize that 
there is a very broad spectrum 
of people in school today.” 
Lowry identified the 1943 
achievement tests used in the 
experiment as the Progressive 
Achievement Test, published by 
McGraw Hill’s California Test 
Bureau and “ very similar” to 
such current tests as the Stan­ 
ford Achievement Test. 
The tests covered reading 
ability, mathematics, English 
grammar, spelling and sent­ 
ence structure. 
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WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
White House denies as an 
“ outrageous lie” a published 
report that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger ordered the 
CIA to distort research results 
on the range of the Soviet 
Union’s new Backfire bomber. 
The report was published in 
this week’s “ Aviation Week and 
Space Technology,” an industry 
magazine with many sources in 
the military and intelligence 
communities. 
Last week, the magazine 
quoted an unnamed senior 
defense official as saying. “ We 
are losing ground every day to 
the Soviets in strategic superi­ 
ority and all they have to do is 
stonewall it and wait for us to 
make concessions. Kissinger is 
out to do everything he can to 
get the treaty and that means 
secret concessions to the Rus­ 
sians.” 
The new issue said: “ Kissing­ 
er directed the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency to slant U.S. es­ 
timates of the ... Backfire 
bomber’s range capability, 
White House officials are 
charging. Kissinger ordered 
that the range estimate be 
reduced to coincide with the 
present U.S. position in the 
strategic arms negotiations.” 
In reply, the White House 
said: 
“ This is a slanderous attack 
on the integrity of the secretary 
of state and the Central 
Intelligence Agency. To allege 


that the study was distorted to 
fit policy preferences is an out­ 
rageous lie. The story is totally 
without foundation and 'Avia­ 
tion Week’ has an obligation to 
set the record straight.” 
Administration sources said 
McDonnell Douglas Corpora­ 
tion, a major airplane manufac­ 
turer, was given intelligence 
data and asked to determine the 
B a c k fire ’s perform ance 
characteristics. White House 
officials said the CIA originally 
ordered the study and when 
Kissinger “ became aware that 
the study was under way ... 
data was supplied.” 
One big question mark is the 
plane’s range. The usually 
reliable Jane’s “ All the World’s 
Aircraft” says Backfire was 
originally designed with a 
range of between 5,000 and 6,000 
miles but “ there is reason to 


believe that Backfire fell short 
to about 3,570 miles. 
That range would make 
Backfire an intermediate 
bomber like the U.S. Air Force 
3,000-mile F-lll, unlimited un­ 
der SALT. 
“ Aviation Week” said the 
Pentagon asked McDonnell 
Douglas to make a second study 
based on its data and 
“ preliminary results revealed 
the Backfire’s range is closer to 
the original U.S. intelligence 
estimate of 6,000 nautical 
miles, clearly marking the air­ 
craft in the heavy bomber 
category that would be counted 
in the 2,400 strategic delivery 
vehicle limit.” 
Pentagon sources said Mc­ 
Donnell Douglas is conducting a 
second Backfire study but 
knowledgeable sources denied 


it was a rebuttal to Kissinger. 


On the best available infor­ 
mation, Backfire’s range 
makes little difference. 
Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfelda has told Congress 
there are so few of the planes 
they would not constitute a 
strategic threat for some time, 
and the bomber’s main mission 
in any event is for use against 
ships at sea and land targets in 
Europe and China in case of 
war.

There is a movement afoot 
to have the Federal Com­ 
m unications Commission 
change its rules to permit 
young people under 18 years of 
age to obtain a license to 
operate a Citizens Band radio. 
At this w ritin g young 
operators must be a member 
of a family in which there is a 
license issued to someone 18 
or older. However, there have 
been so many instances where 
proficient operators younger 
than 18 have perform ed 
“ heroic” roles that the hue 
and cry for licensing is being 
raised. 
“ CB is for everyone,” goes 
the battle cry 
Gene Mallyck, prominent 
Washington FCC attorney, 
says: 
“ The movement has 
two thrusts. The first is that 
CBing has become a hobby 
with many younger people and 
they feel they have a right to 
have a license in their own 
identity. Secondly, it has 
become widely-known at the 
Commission that younger peo­ 
ple are operating units, even 
when there isn't a license in 
their family and the feeling 
developing at the FCC is that 
it would be better to permit 
them to be licensed in their 
own name.” 
The popular song, “ Teddy 
Bear,” written by a veteran 
trucker and CBer Dale Royal 
and recorded by Red Sovine, 
tells the story of a crippled 
boy in his earliest teens who 
talks with truckers on his 
home CB unit. The recording 
has sold over a million copies 
In Garden City, Ga., there is 
a 15-year-old, Mark Davis, 


who mounted a CB unit on his 
bicycle so he could modulate 
while he rode. He has the 
transceiver mounted on his 
“ two wheeler” between the 
handlebars in a wooden box. 
Mark said he has watched 
the four-wheelers and 18- 
wheelers spinning by his home 
with their CBs going and 
found it a little frustrating. 
“ I ’m not old enough to get a 
license to drive a car, and I'm 
not old enough to have a CB 
license either,” he said. “ So, 
when my Dad got his CB 
license from the FCC, I got 
my own unit and decided to 
put it on my bicycle. All the 
other kids at school are 
jealous.” 
His handle is “ Bub Man 
Jr .” He picked the name from 
a character in a television 
beer commercial. 
Stan Bennett, editor of 
Magic Magazine, reported 
recently that CB is a hobby 
many of his young readers are 
interested in. “ Am ateur 
magicians are usually active 
and creative young people,” 
he said. “ They are constantly 
involved in hobbies. CB is a 
natural. 
“ There are now many CB- 
magic clubs around the coun­ 
try in which the members dis­ 
cuss various tricks, which 
ones are good and which ones 
are not so good,” he said 
“ One group calls their base 
station ‘Houdini’ and handles 
like ‘Blackstone’ and ‘Con­ 
juror’ are widespread."

STEVENSON, Wash. (U P I) — The lure of the 
mountains for climbers holds no special thrill 
for Skamania County Sheriff William Closner, 
who has to send teams 140 miles to Mt. St. 
Helens timberline to start rescue missions. 
“ In the last year we have had eight fatalities 
on Mt. St. Helens,” he said. “ We went out on 
more than 25 rescues and every time we have 
been frustrated by bad communications and the 
complicated logistics of getting there.” 
The 9,677-foot peak is not a difficult climb “ but 
a very popular one,” said Jerry Hutchins, of the 
recreation staff of Gifford Pinchot National 
Forest He estimates about 100-200 climbers go 
up the mountain on summer weekends, and says 
they have to be careful of avalanches and many

Experimenters grew 69 per cent more potatoes in the warmed 
ground, harvesting them four weeks earlier than normal Corn in 
the heated field is about three feet taller than a crop in an adja­ 
cent, unheated field 
The agrotherm project actually serves two purposes — not only 
does the excess heat help crops germinate, but the cooling water 
also can be recycled 
The standard 1.300-megawatt nuclear power station will need 
1,618 acres of field in order to cool all of is run-off. Since the waste 
water now can be recycled, nearby rivers no longer serve as dump­ 
ing grounds and are spared the danger of being overheated, says 
Hans Matthoefer. minister of research and technology. 


Agrotherm also broadens the choice of sites for locating power 
plants since they could be placed in more densely populated areas 
- with the blessing of farmers, the project director said 


One of the most intriguing spinoffs, however, could be a boon to 
the Italian tourist industry.

We have had a number of meetings since last

months,” Cosner said, “ but this is the first time 
we have been able to find someone to handle the 
job year ‘round.” 
The sheriff said he and Cowlitz County of­ 
ficials. who actually have quicker access to Mt. 
St. Helens than he does from Stevenson, also are 
considering a program being tested on Oregon’s 
Mt. Hood for use in their mountain areas. 
“ Up on Mt. Hood there are CB radios 
available for rent in the lodge and people there 
to monitor the climbers and notify rescuers im­ 
mediately if they get into any trouble,” he ex­ 
plained. “ If we can get somebody to get this go­ 
ing from the Kid Valley Store (the nearest man­ 
ned facility on Mt. St. Helens, 26 miles from 
timberline), it would be a great asset.” 
He said the problem represents a real finan­ 
cial headache for his lightly populated county. 
“ I ’ll tell you one thing, if these climbers had to 
pay the high cost of these rescue operations 
themselves, I have a feeling there would be a 
whole lot less of them.” 
Bill signed to 
end 'emergency' 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford 
signed a bill eliminating 
emergency powers held by the White 
House for 40 years, although he said part 
of the measure was unconstitutional. 
“ I support the purposes of the enrolled 
bill.” Ford said in a statement. “ One of 
its provisions, however, would purport to 
permit the Congress to terminate a 
national emergency by a concurrent 
resolution. This feature of the bill is 
unconstitutional.” 
The bill wiped out what Ford called 
“ the existing maze of statutes which has 
resulted from the states of emergency 
under which the country has been 
operating for over 40 years.” 
The new law continues to allow a presi­ 
dent to take emergency military action, 
but makes it subject to congressional ap­ 
proval 
The bill also provides that existing 
national emergencies will end two years 
from today and that future declarations 
of emergency would be subject to con­ 
gressional review every six months.

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Interest mounts for a roaming Viking 3 


PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) - 
There is mounting interest 
among Mars scientists for a 
Viking 3 that would roam the 
Martian surface for a year or 
more using tracks attached to 
its legs. 
Such a mobile Viking already 
has been designed and could be 
built around a spare spacecraft 
and launchéd in 1981. 
It would be able to wander 
over Mars for months or longer 
taking pictures and gathering 
soil samples here and there to 
attempt to resolve some ques­ 
tions that the stationary Vik­ 
ings 1 and 2 leave unanswered. 
The problem is the follow-on 


flight would cost between $350 
and $450 million. There is no 
money available for such an ef­ 
fort in the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration’s 
budget. 
To make a November, 1981, 
launch date, NASA needs some 
funds for the project in the 
spending plan for the next fiscal 
year. That budget now is in the 
process of being developed and 
NASA associate administrator 
John Naugle said he could not 
talk about it. 
“ However, I think I can say 
that we are looking very hard at 
what we should do with the Vik­ 
ing hardware." Naugle said 


after Viking 2 landed on Mars 
last Friday. 
“ I think I can say with a fair 
degree of assurance that this 
country is going to stay in the 
planetary 
exploration 
busi­ 
ness." 


Also under consideration by 
the space agency is another 
stationary Viking, an orbiting 
spacecraft with instruments to 
map the chemical composition 
of Mars and an orbiter that 
would shoot instrum ented 
spear-like devices to penetrate 
the Martian surface.

(U P I) — The Comanche knelt 
in the rodeo arena and sketched 
in the dust with a finger the out­ 
line of Oklahoma. 
“ From here," Vernon Tehau- 
no jabbed at the southwest of 
his earthen map, “ come the 
Kiowas, the Comanches, the 
Cheyenne, the Kiowa-Apache.” 
“ From here,” poking the 
northwest, "the Arapahos and 
more Cheyenne, and down here 
in the southeast, and north from 
there, too. the five civilized 
trib e s — the C h o cta w , 
Chickasaw. Creek, Seminole, 
Cherokee — and some Iowa, 
Pima. Osage. Otoes, Pawnees 
and Poncas. 
“ And that’s just Oklahoma. 
They came from all over." 
Tehauno was explaining the 
popularity of the Southwest 
National Championship Pow- 
Wow held last weekend at 
Traders Village, a vast flea 
market and rodeo ground on the 
plains off the highway between 
Dallas and Fort Worth. 
Indians, about 3,500 in all, 
cam e in vans, rattletrap 
pickups and Cadillacs and 
camped in teepees, sleeping 
bags slung under tailgates, and 
plush motel rooms. Some set up 
stalls and sold moccasins, 
beads and turquoise jewelry. 
Others, some famous at their 
skills like head singer Mac 
Whitehorse, donned, double- 
circle headdresses, dance bells 
jingling on buckskin leggings 
and breast coverings of elabo­ 
rate bone and bead to compete 
for $5.000 in prize money.

Farther in the future is the 
possibility of a Mars landing 
mission with a spacecraft that 
would fly a soil sample to 
Earth. 
The Martin Marietta Corp., 
builder of the two Viking 
landers now on Mars, studied a 
roving Viking concept under 
NASA contract and has come 
up with a design that would 
move at a turtle’s pace over the 
Martian surface. It would cover 
500 feet an hour and something 
like 15 miles a month. 
The craft would be pointed in 
the right direction by ground 
controllers using cameras to 
look for interesting places to in­ 
vestigate. But once underway, 
the Viking rover would be on its 
own. 
The idea is to equip it with a 
basic gyroscopic navigation 
system and a set of whiskerlike 
booms to help the robot feel its 
way around boulders and other 


obstacles. There would also be 
a downward looking device to 
watch out for holes. 
“ What we’re proposing is a 
pretty elem entary hazard 
avoidance system ,” said 
W alter Lowrie, Martin vice 
president in charge of the com­ 
pany’s Viking effort. 
The machine, under the 
Martin Marietta plan, would 
carry a new chemistry labora­ 
tory able to perform a variety 
of biological and chemical in­ 
vestigations as it roams across 
the surface. It also would be 
able to analyze soil and rocks, 
study the atmosphere, listen for 
marsquakes and measure heat 
flowing to the Martian surface 
from the interior. 
Its tracks would be powered 
by electric motors using power 
from two nuclear generators 
similar to but more powerful 
than the ones used by Vikings 1 
and 2.

KIAM ESHA LAKE, N Y. (U P I) - The 
security man who sits outside Muham­ 
mad Ali's door all day and all night 
answered the phone in the hall, listened 
to what the caller on the other end had to 
say and told him to hold on a minute until 
he could check with someone closer to 
the champion. 
Before agreeing to come here and 
train at the Concord, a huge resort hotel 
in the Catskill Mountains, Ali had to be 
guaranteed he'd have his privacy. 
He was being worn out by too many 
autograph seekers, he said. Too many 
salesmen, too many con men. too many 
sycophants. 
“ Hangers on lookin’ for jobs, I don’t 
need," he said. “ All they wanna do is use 
me They eat my food, use my toilet, 
take up my time. It got so bad, I said I ’m 
gonna get away from all these people.” 
Ali knew he had to find some place to 
train for his Sept. 28 heavyweight title 
defense against Ken Norton at Yankee 
Stadium He was being bugged so much 
at his permanent training camp near 
Chicago, he picked up early one morning 
and didn’t stop until he reached Show 
Low, Ariz., a pinhole so small, you can 
hardly find it on the map. 
For a while Show Low was all right. 
But. eventually, Ali was prevailed upon 
to come here and finish his training, but 
before saying yes, he wanted to make 
sure he wouldn’t be bothered. Ali was 
given that assurance. 
The security man who took the call 
Raider bully' 
has no regrets 


brought it to the attention of Tommy 
Kenville, one of Ali’s press represen­ 
tatives, saying the caller was a doctor 
from San Diego. Kenville went to the 
phone and explained all calls to Ali were 
being screened because he had a tough 
fight coming up. 
The doctor said he understood all that 
but still wanted to speak with Ali about 
getting an autographed photograph It 
was imperative. Kenvile turned over the 
request to Irving Rudd, another Ali 
representative, who called the doctor 
back.

Under the anesthetic, people sometimes 
say things that are deep down inside 
them. While this little boy was being 
prepared for surgery, he said how much 
he wished he could have a picture of 
Muhammad Ali. That’s the reason for 
this call. I think the picture would mean 
so much to the boy.” 
Rudd obtained a photo and Ali 
autographed it — “ To Don: Get well 
soon. From your friend, Muhammad 
Ali.” 
Ali had an afterthought. 
“ Peace and love in 1976,” he added. 
Rudd took the photo to the post office 
himself. 
The following morning, Ali was still 
thinking about the youngster. 
“ Let’s call him up,” he said to Rudd. 
“ You can’t,” he was told, “ the boy is 
in intensive care. He still can’t talk. 
Besides, you know what time it is in San 
Diego? Five o’clock!” 
Muhammad Ali has a soft side some 
never get to see.

The third season could be the charm 
for third-year Cabrillo Head Football 
Coach Ed Knowles as he tries to avoid 
the humble hat trick of three consecutive 
third place finishes in the Northern 
League. 
In his freshman year at the helm of the 
Conquistadores, Knowles hopes for a 
league crown or a C IF playoff berth 
were crushed with a series of injuries to 
key players and a flu virus which clip­ 
ped the remainder of the walking 
wounded. Regardless of the reasons, the 
season ended up 4-5 — a nasty scar on a 
virtually unblemished Conq football 
history. 
It was only the second time in 
Cabrillo’s 10-year existence that the grit­ 
ty gridders had a losing season — the 
other being the 4-5 mark of the first var­ 
sity team in 1966. 
Last year, Knowles’ squad was short 
on experience, with only “ five or six 
returning starters,” but it was long on 
talent. Yet, again the season ended 
abruptly on schedule — no league title, 
no CIF playoffs. 
After finishing the preseason with a 3- 
0-1 slate, which included two convincing 
victories and a tie with 4-A competition 
(Cabrillo is 8-A), the Conqs faded in 
league play and finished third for the se­ 
cond straight year. 
“ There were a few letdowns on 
defense,” the 34-year-old Knowles ex­ 
plained, “ and we couldn’t make the big 
play when we really needed it,” But their 
2-3 league mark included two one-point 
defeats which could have gone either 
way in the final seconds. 
There is also the embarrassing 
reminder in Cabrillo’s proud football 
heritage — 64-25-4 overall, with a .688 
winning percentage — that the Conqs 
have been spectators at the C IF playoffs 
for the last six years, after qualifying for 
postseason championship play two of 
the first four years the school fielded a 
varsity team. 
This season, with a lot of the talent 
back and another year of experience for* 
the 16 returning lettermen, Cabrillo 
figures to be tough in league play — 
maybe the toughest. 
“ There are a lot of factors involved.” 
said the 1964 U niversity of Utah 
graduate, hedging to make an outright 
prediction, “ and there are a lot of ifs, but 
if everyone stays healthy ... it could be 
it.” 
Knowles, who was an assistant coach 


There is little doubt the Conqs will 
m iss graduated quarterback Ray 
Dahlmann, who left his name inscribed 
on several passing records last year. Not 
surprising, Carney and Holt will be ex­ 
pected to carry much of the offense — 
both running the ball and as receivers. 
“ We re not going to have the passing 
attack we had with Ray Dahlmann,” 
Knowles said, “ but running the ball, 
Carney is ready to pick up where he left 
off last year, and Greg Holt is probably 
as quick as any player we’ve ever had 
here. I think as the season rolls along, 
Holt is really going to surprise a lot of 
people.” 
Carney, who runs a “ legitimate 4.6 or 
4.7” in the 40. will be more of the power 
runner, while Holt, who can light up with 
a 4.5 in the dash, is the quicker outside 
runner according to the head coach 
As receivers the two are questionable 
The records show that in two years of 
varsity ball, Carney has caught only two 
passes and Holt has made more recep­ 
tions on defense if he has any intercep­ 
tions at all. 
Directing the offense, junior quarter­ 
back Mark Westover (Jr.. 170) has 
emerged as the coach’s choice and “ will 
be able to pass the ball if necessary.” 
“ Mark was with us this summer in the 
passing league,” Knowles said, “ and he 
did a pretty adequate job there. But, his 
main strength will be running the option 
and making the main choice of when to 
pitch, when to hand-off and when to keep 
the ball That is his forte." 
The stocky, neatly groomed head 
coach said that because of the two half­ 
backs’ speed, he will depend on play- 
action passes rather than the dropback 
approach. 
Opening the alleys for the backfield 
will be an offensive line with no less than 
four returning starters. The quartet is 
honorable mention all-league tight end 
Jim Dahlmann (Sr., 194), left tackle Ron 
Harris (Sr., 184), left guard Greg 
Brackin (Jr., 189) and center Mark 
Bingle (Sr., 170). Jeff Daniels (Sr., 169) 
also will be returning at flanker. 
Dahlmann should also see plenty of ac­ 
tion as a receiver. The big. quick tight 
end hauled in 13 passes last year for over 
200 yards. 
“ He is our best blocking tight end,” 
Knowles said, “ and he has the speed to 
go deep. He is a definite major college 
prospect.” 
Split end Gary Dempsey (Jr., 162), 


right tackle Jim Halucka (Jr.. 195) and 
right guard Kurt Garman (Sr.. 177) com­ 
plete the offensive unit. Knowles said 
Halucka and Garman both “ had great 
games in the N orthern League 
Preview.” 
The defense has apparently done an 
about-face from last year and Knowles 
summed it up when he said, “ That is a 
pretty good nucleus of returining people 
on offense.” chuckled and added, “ and it 
is even better on defense.” 
There are nine starters back for more 
on defense, led by 1975 all-league selec­ 
tions Tom Purvis (Sr., 165) at free safety 
and Mark Bowser (Sr., 206) at strong 
side linebacker. 
Like the offensive front, the defensive 
line is almost a carbon copy of last 
year’s squad Left end Darryl Dalcerri 
(Sr., 184), noseguard Jim Filarsky (Jr., 
209), right tackle Dave Eden (Sr., 200) 
and right end Mark Larson (Sr., 176) all 
manned the trenches for the Conqs last 
year. Left tackle Larry Ground (Sr., 242) 
completes the defensive wall 
But, the line is not necessarily the 
backbone of the defense. The listed 
starters in the pass secondary all started 
fro Cabrillo last year. Besides Purvis, 
Jim Dahlmann is at strong safety and 
Holt and Ken Clayton (Sr., 160) will 
return at the comers. Teaming with 
Bowser at linebacker will be Mark Haley 
(Sr., 193). 
On paper, the Conqs present a for­ 
midable image, but just how tough they 
are may be decided early when Cabrillo 
faces its first test against Compton of 
Los Angeles Friday night in Huyck 
Stadium. 
Compton regularly finishes “ about the 
middle in their league," according to 
Knowles, but he warned that the 4-A 
competition they face is one of the 
toughest leagues in southern California

Lister 
Hewan-Lowe, part-time dee- 
jay, part-time consultant to 
island Records, and complete 
reggae maven, was appointed 
tour-guide. From his soft- 
spoken, loud-smiling introduc­ 
tion, we could see it was his 
pleasure. Lister lives in this 
community, and is very proud 
of his roots and “ roots 
music,” as the indigenous 
reggae of Jamaica is called. 
Our tour-mobile was a long, 
blue Lincoln Continental 
limousine, a stranger to this 
part of Brooklyn, to be sure.

huge poster of a local singer 
with huge hair is mounted on 
the back wall, advertising his 
latest hit, “ I Broke the 
Comb.” Several people were 
hanging out, dancing; nearly 
everyone was cool to Toots’ 
presence, even though he is a 
reggae star of the highest 
magnitude. One boy who wore 
three high school graduation 


rings and a gold watch, 
managed to ask for an 
autograph, but only the record 
company photographer got in 
Toots’ way.

Flying, traveling still dominant 
interest despite loss of legs 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) — Helen McGee, who has no legs, does more 
traveling than most people with two legs. 
Mrs. McGee, 58, who had the courage to win back her pilot’s 
license after she was nearly killed in a plane crash six years ago, 
just participated in the Powder Puff Derby. 
She has toured Guatemala, flown in three Pacific Air Races, 
flown to meetings in Denver and Hawaii, and regularly “ drops in” 
on friends near the Grand Canyon and Tucson, Ariz. Next year, she 
says, she is flying to Peru. 
She calls herself a “ stubborn Swede” and ambles about on ar­ 
tificial limbs with the aid of crutches. She wears a cheery smile 
that belies the anguish she has suffered. 
Mrs. McGee, who still maintains a fulltime job as secretary to a 
high school principal, says it is painful and tiring getting about on 
artificial legs. But she was determined to free herself from the 
“ ja il” of a wheelchair. 
She was 51 years old when she took her first ride in a plane and 
was immediately inspired to take flying lessons Before that “ I 
never gave flying any thought at all.” 
A year after she earned her license she was sitting in the 
copilot’s seat, flying with three other people to a luncheon. The 
plane failed to gain altitude after taking off from a small field in 
eastern San Diego County, plunged to earth, and caught fire. 
Others were thrown from the plane, but Mrs. McGee was trapped 
as fire started burning all around her. 
* 
One of the passengers, Virginia Renn, “ saved my life,” she 
recalls. “ She pulled me from the plane and away from the flames 
... but the flesh was all burned off my legs ... all I had were charred 
bones.” 
The next thing she remembers is waking up in a hospital three 
weeks later with a doctor asking for her signature on a piece of 
paper, authorizing amputation of her legs. 
“ I was in a dream ... so I signed the paper. It wasn’t until later 
that doctors asked me if I realized my legs were gone. At that point 
my burns were so severe, I couldn’t care less about my legs.” 
She suffered burns over 40 per cent of her body, and doctors were 
telling her nine children that she only had a 10 per cent chance of 
surviving. Her face had been practically cut in two by the crash. 
But after four months in the hospital and a half-dozen skin grafts, 
she was released to go to a daughter’s home in a wheelchair. 
But she quickly asserted the independence that is her most domi­ 
nant trait, and moved into her own apartment “ because I wanted 
to be on my own.” 
That’s when she realized what a restriction the wheelchair was. 
“ I realized a wheelchair is sort of like a jail. I was isolated on all 
sides by stairs. I was dependent upon someone to take me every­ 
where. If I dropped something on the floor I ’d have to work 
laboriously to pick it up.” 
She decided on the artificial legs, as she explains, “ because I 
could feel sorry for myself the rest of my life, or I could be deter­ 
mined to use the legs and do my own thing — by myself . ” 
Therapy at a hospital rehabilitation center was almost too much 
for the vivacious grandmother who pooh-poohed therapists efforts 
to get her engaged in some sort of hobby. “ I didn’t want to waste 
my time on crocheting or polishing rocks,” she explained. So she 
went to work as a typist for the hospital doctors, using secretaries 
desk after they’d gone home for the day. 
That’s typical of her character — she wants to be actively doing 
something useful. 


It didn’t take her long to get a driver’s license for a car equipped 
with hand controls, and then she learned of a paraplegic in Escon­ 
dido who had fitted an airplane with hand controls. 
Mrs. McGee didn’t have any qualms about flying, but recalls i 
didn’t think I could ever fly again because I didn’t know about hand 
controls. When some of my friends said I ’d be flying someday I 
used to think what a ridiculous statement that was.” 


But she tracked down B ill Blackwood, the paraplegic who had 
developed hand controls for an airplane. He didn’t take to the idea 
of teaching a woman — and especially one who had been in a 
serious plane crash. 


He tried her out — even flying to the same field where the acci­ 
dent had occurred — and when nothing fazed her, he agreed to 
train her to fly with hand controls. 


By October, 1972, 19 months after the plane crash, Mrs McGee 
got her pilot’s license back and since then has earned a commer­ 
cial rating as well. 
After the interview — she insisted on coming to the office 
she 
graciously allowed the reporter to open the door for her because 
I ’ve learned it gives people so much pleasure to feel they're doing a 
good deed for a handicapped person.”

Polly’s Pointers 


Basting marks vanish 
- after washing garment

Inflation F igh te r 


DEAR PO LLY — I made myself a cotton polyester 
blouse and now I cannot remove marks left from the 
bastings. 1 have steam pressed and used a damp cloth 
but nothing helps I would be most grateful for some 
help - M AUDIE 
D E A R M AUDIE — I am not sure from your letter 
whether it’s holes from the needle or where the threads 
were pulled across the fabric that left the prints but 
when I have had such holes left in fabric they usually 
disappear after brushing with a not-too-soft brush or 
after laundering the garment. I am sure the readers will 
have other suggestions for you. Hereafter, you might 
put to use a recent Pointer as a preventive measure. 
Our reader wrote that she held together fabrics that 
mioht retain pin holes with hair clips. They do a very 
good job. - P O LLY 


DEAR TOLLY — I have found that a great way to loosen 
hard soil is to sprinkle coffee grounds on the soil every day. 
They seep in and enrich and soften the earth — SU SIE 
DEAR PO LLY — I am not much of a cook and my family is 
willing to try new dishes, but my Pet Peeve is the recipes One 
I am now making calls for F IV E cups of carrots plus other in­ 
gredients If we do not like it I w tl feel guilty about wasting so 
much food and money, too I wish they would give recipes in 
smaller quantities It is certainly easier to multiply the in­ 
gredients than to divide them for needed amounts. — FLORA. 
DEAR PO LLY — Apartment dwellers often have a problem 
finding drip space for fine blouses and dresses which they do 
not want to put in the washer. My solution to this is to put each 
thing on an individual hanger, as is usual, and hang these 
between the shower curtain rings on the rod, after previously 
drawing the curtain the length of the tub Of course, the bot­ 
tom of the curtain must be kept tucked inside the tub to direct 
the drips into it and not on the floor. 
Also, when sewing material like corduroy that sticks 
together, to keep both ends of a seam even without pinning or 
basting. I merely pass the steam iron over the two pieces as 
they are to be sewn. I find this works great. Those bright ideas 
which make life easier and are found in your column every 
day are golden nuggets to brighten one’s day — PATRICIA

The selling of a movie, 1976 


By DICK KLEINER 
HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
The advertising campaign for 
a movie is a tricky business, 
almost as complicated as 
making the movie in the first 
place. 
Robert Fryer was talking 
about how they plan to sell the 
big $7.3 m illion film he 
produced, “The Voyage of the 
Damned.” 
“ The Voyage of the 
Damned” is the true story of a 
ship, the SS St. Louis, which 
sailed from Germany in 1939 
with more than 900 German- 
Jewish refugees. They were 
not p e r m i t t e d to land 
anywhere. The film has a cast 
that does not stop — Faye 
Dunaway, Max Von Sydow, 
Oskar Werner, Orson Welles, 
Malcolm McDowell, James 
Mason, Lee Grant, Ben 
Gazzara, Jose Ferrer, Julie 
Harris and on and on. 
It sounds like a natural, but 
Fryer is being cautious. He 
says he has planned three ad 
campaigns to sell the film to 
the public. All are dependent 
on the reviews the picture 
gets. 
“ We have one campaign 
ready to go if the New York 
and Los Angeles reviews are 
great,” Fryer says. “ The 
second one we’ll use if those 
reviews are only so-so. 
“We’ll fall back on Plan C if 
the New York and Los 
Angeles reviews are a total 
disaster. Plan C emphasizes 
people jumping overboard and 
that kind of stuff.” 
Before those campaigns are 
decided on, however, Fryer 
has some other steps to go 
through. A picture must be 
tried out — sneaked — to see 
if they can gauge public 
reaction. 
Because this picture deals 
with a Jewish situation, Fryer 
is especially anxious to test it 
in what he calls “Waspish 
areas,” areas of total non- 
Jewish population 


“I want to see,” he says, 
“how this story of Jews in 
peril — there are some non- 
Jews aboard, but it’s mostly 
Jews — grabs the non-Jewish 
audience. If they walk out in 
droves, we may have to do

some more editing. I don’t 
want to; I think the picture is 
fine the way it is.” 
“ The Voyage of the 
Damned’’ was filmed largely 
in 
Barcelona, Spain, which 
doubled for both the German 
port of embarkation and for 
Havana, where the ship tried 
to debark its passengers. 
They shot there during the 
time when Spain’s Franco lay 
dying and Fryer says they 
fully expected to be in the 
middle of a revolution. That 
was what had been predicted. 


Fryer says there were two 
U.S. aircraft carriers, lying 
offshore, ready to evacuate 
the company if shooting 
(guns, not film) began. 


“ The Voyage of the 
Damned,” he says, could have 
been filmed anywhere, or at 
least at several other places, 
including some U.S. ports. But 
he says the cost would have 
skyrocketed if it had been shot 
here. 


Still, it is an expensive 
movie. Fryer says the huge, 
star-studded cast alone cost $4 
million. 
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“And that was less than 
expected,” he says, “because 
many of them worked for 
below their norm because 
they believed in the material 
so intensely.” 


Congress created the office 
of Inspector General on Dec.

my feet” much earlier in his 
wife’s mistreatment. 
“ The Great Doctor,” as 
Cook facetiously labels the fa­ 
mous cardiologist who treats 
his wife, is an ego-maniac. 
“ He strode the halls of his 
hospital like a demigod. When 
he ordered something, nurses 
flew; when he walked into a 
staff conference, an awed 
hush fell over the room as 
lesser mortals waited for his 
words.” 
The doctor’s treatment of 
his patient is so callous and 
careless that one wonders 
why the Cooks didn't fire him 
long before his fatal foul-up — 
his failure to order regular 


blood tests, absolutely essen­ 
tial because of a blood thin­ 
ning drug Julia is taking. The 
result: her blood thins out too 
much, seeps into her brain, 
and kills her. 
"A Coronary Event” is in­ 
deed an event in the annals of

tim. 
In alternating chapters, co­ 
authors Stephan Lesher, the 
heart attack victim , and 
Michael Halberstam, the doc­ 
tor, tell their sides of the 
story. 
Lesher, a 38-year-old 
“ Newsweek” reporter, was 
no model patient. Just two 
days after his heart attack he 
was doing push-ups in his 
room and researching an arti­ 
cle on heart attacks. Having 
found some evidence in his 
research that neither nicotine 
nor cholesterol were harmful, 
he continued his heavy intake 
of both.

In six lively chapters, Hen- 


din charts the struggles and 
successes of these pioneers in 
everything from polio treat­ 
ment to open heart surgery. 
And he does so without getting 
bogged down in technical 
detail or medical jargon. 
In 1916 more than 27,000 peo­ 
ple were striken by polio — 6,- 
000 died, thousands more — 
mostly children — were 
crippled. 


In 1958, half the U.S. popula­ 
tion under 40 had been vac­ 
cinated with a vaccine 
developed by Jonas Salk. The 
incidence of polio had plunged 
86 per cent. 


Salk was soon swamped 
with public adoration and ap- 
p reciatio n . Hollywood 
producers wanted to make a 
movie about his life, starring 
Marlon Brando. President 
Eisenhower gave him a 
special citation. Congress 
gave him a gold medal. 
But, like all the other 
medical movers and shakers 
in this book, Salk had to con­ 
tend with the resentment and 
hostility of his colleagues. He 
was nominated for the Nobel 
Peace Prize but passed over. 
He was nominated for 
membership in the National 
Academy of Sciences, but re­ 


jected. 
The chapter on John Rock, 
the staunch 'Catholic who 
developed the birth control 
pill, is another particularly 
fascinating one. 
Unfortunately, though, Hen- 
din neglects to even mention 
the current controversy over 
the safety of the pill. 
The omission is a serious, 
but by no means debilitating 
flaw. For “ The Life Givers” 
is basically a sound book, and, 
most important, a book which 
reminds us of the incredible 
possibilities of modern 
medicine.

Government in the sunshine 


E veryone in the news 
business always likes seeing a 
situation arise in which more 
light might be shed on the in­ 
ner workings of perhaps our 
greatest nem esis ... big 
government. 


Thus, President Ford’s sign­ 
ing of what is known as the 
“Sunshine Act” this week is 
greeted with joy and quite a 
lot of expectations about what 
all of us, reporters and 
readers alike, might learn 
about the why and how of 
government and its bastard of­ 
fspring, bureaucracy. 


The so-called “ Sunshine 
Act., will effectively open all 
meetings of all regulatory 
agencies within the federal 


government to the public and 
will permit us, for the first 
time, to see exactly how deci­ 
sions are made, and more im­ 
portantly, exactly why. Ex­ 
empt from the public eye will 
be those affairs of regulatory 
agencies which deal with 
national defense or security, 
trade se cre ts, criminal 
proceedings and matters of 
personal privacy. 
For a lot of years, what has 
gone on behind the closed 
doors of regulatory meetings 
has confounded the American 
citizenry. We haven’t known 
why gasoline prices have to 
rise — really; we don’t unders­ 
tand fuel cost adjustments — 
really ; we don’t know how and 
why currencies rise and fall — 


really; nor do we understand 
many of the myriad of other 
decisions which control and 
direct our daily lives. We can 
only grasp at what some 
spokesman or another for one 
of those agencies says about 
this or that decision. We can’t 
even really know enough to 
question the answers to our 
questions. 


The times they are a 
changin’, what with Sunshine 
Acts, and Zero Base Budgeting 
to further control regulatory 
and other agencies and com­ 
missions. And, we need more 
election years if these types of 
reforms are the result of elec- 
toral pressures on the 
politicans.

WASHINGTON - Sen Vance H artke’s 
daughter, Sandra, has found some unique 
employment opportunities with special 
interest groups that benefit from the 
senator’s votes. 
Her employers didn’t seem to mind 
that she cam e to work only when she felt 
like it. They continued to pay her, 
som etim es 
m ailing 
her paychecks to her 
home, while her father 
tended to th eir in­ 
terests in the Senate. 
Vance Hartke, an In­ 
diana Dem ocrat, is a 
friendly fellow who 
resem bles the sm all­ 
town Jaycee he once 
was. He has all the ap­ 
peal of a tram p dog, 
wagging his tail for 
approval. 
H e 
h a s f e tc h e d 
many a bone for the special interests — a 
tax break for the Harvey Aluminum Co., 
a special am endm ent for the tobacco lob­ 
by, g o v ern m en t su b sid ies for the 
railroads. 
He voted down the line for the legisla­ 
tion endorsed by the Brotherhood of 
Railway and Airline Clerks. By the 
Brotherhood’s own scorecard, he voted 
“ right” 114 tim es, “ wrong” only 17 
tim es, on issues that concerned them.

In 1970, she sim ply took off for a while 
to cam paign for her father in Indiana. 
Despite this, the Brotherhood continued 
to pay her for four years until she found a 
better job. The Brotherhood also con­ 
tributed generously to the senator’s cam ­ 
paigns. 
In 1971, Sandra found even m ore 
suitable em ploym ent with the Travelers 
Insurance Co. at a higher salary, around 
$12,000 a year. Shereportedly spent most 
of her tim e, however, attending to per­ 
sonal interests and operating the fam ily 
owned Stonewall Riding Academy in 
Potom ac, Md. 
This didn’t seem to trouble the in­ 
su ra n c e com pany w hich obligingly 
arranged to mail her paychecks to her 
home. 
There were tim es, according to our 
sources, when T rav elers executives 
becam e dissatisfied with Sandra’s per­ 
form ance. Seom tim es, a bold executive 
even suggested she should pay less atten­ 
tion to horses and m ore attention to in­ 
surance m atters. 
But H artke is an active m em ber of the 
Senate Com m erce Com m ittee which has 
jurisdiction over insurance m atters and 
this apparently worked in S an d ra’s 
favor. 
Not until a few m onths ago did an­ 
noyed Travelers officials finally insist 
th a t Sandra follow a reg u lar work 
scheduled. Instead, she quit the com ­ 
pany. 
A spokesman for Travelers denied 
Sandra was hired in an effort to influence 
her father. They were not unhappy to see 
her go, he said, because she had “ lost in­ 
terest” in her work. 
Sandra H artke told us her “ daddy 
doesn’t get involved in any of the jobs I 
g e t.” She quit T rav elers, she said, 
because the company had ordered her to 
prowl around Capitol Hill and she didn’t 
want to do it because it would put her 
father in an awkward position. Most of 
her absences at the Brotherhood, she 
said, were for “ m edical” reasons. 
Sen H artke him self denied any con­ 
flict of interest. He acknowledged that 
he knew and worked with Brotherhood of 
Railway and Airline Clerks officials but 
said he did not obtain the jobs for his 
daughter 


OZARK JUSTICE: 
We have often 
reported on shady deals arranged in the 
backroom s of Washington by the nation’s 
m ightiest poohbahs. But the secret 
schem es concocted by small-town judges 
and politicians often have an equally 
devastating effect on human life. 
Take the case of Winston Buford, an 
abscure circuit court judge in the Ozark 
Mountains. 
Last June, in the rural village of West 
Plains, Mo., Buford heard the case of 
Jerry M itchell, a 19-year-old college stu­ 
dent who stood accused of peddling one- 
third of an ounce of m arijuana for $5. 
M itchell was found guilty and Judge 
Buford sum m arily pronounced an in­ 
credible 12-year jail sentence. In most 
urban areas, a sm all-fry “ seller” like 
Mitchell would have been adm inistered 
a light fine or a suspended jail sentence. 
Lawyer Keith Stroup, who heads the 
National Organization for the Reform of 
M arijuana Laws (NORML) heard of the 
M itchell case and offered to help. Stroup 
also asked San F rancisco attorney 
Michael Stepanian to join him in West 
Plains. 
The two law yers arrived in town and 
soon found them selves the subject of ex­ 
tensive coverage by the local press. They 
w ere portrayed as gunslingers arriving 
from the sophisticated metropolises of 
the E ast and West coasts. 
All the publicity upset Judge Buford. 
Behind closed doors, he m et with 
M itchell’s local lawyer. Dave Swimmer, 
and offered to reduce the sentence if the 
out-of-town attorneys agreed not to ap­ 
peal the case. 
The law yers refused this assault on 
M itchell’s fundam ental rights and are 
appealing the sentence by attacking the 
constitutionality of the Missouri law 
Judge Buford, who is running unopposed 
for re-election this year, lowered the 
sentence anyway. Mitchell only has to 
serve 7 years, he now proclaim s. 
Shortly before M itchell’s trial. Judge 
Buford himself had given but a 5-year 
prison sentence to a man convicted of 
second-degree m urder. 
Footnote: Judge Buford adm itted he 
and Swim m er had “ talked about” an 
agreem ent. 
Swimmer 
declined com ­ 
ment.

But 
Leonard Woodcock is m ore m erely than 
a bargainer for his autom obile workers. 
He is a cranked-up salesm an for the 
whole package of social benefits and un­ 
ion preferences and deficit spending 
which are directly responsible for the in­ 
flation of which he now complains, and 
the unemployment the causes of which 
he ascribes to the policies of President 
Ford. 
Ask Leonard Woodcock whether he 
would favor a reduction in the minimum 
wage. Ask him if unemployed workers 
should be allowed to bargain in San F ran­ 
cisco if they are willing to sweep the 
streets for less than $15,000 per year. Or 
if unemployed teen-agers should be per­ 
m itted to hose down cars at union gar­ 
ages for less than seven dollars per hour. 
The im m unity of the large, cocky, 
monopoly labor unions from social 
criticism is one of the great em barrass­ 
m en ts of the age. It is said th a t 
W atergate was required before the Ex­ 
ecutive could be given a real going over. 
One wonders what is required to give 
labor union m usclem en — both those 
who bargain with em ployers, and those 
who clobber other workers who wish to 
bargain for them selves — the kind of ex­ 
posure that would bring on total public 
scrutiny. Would bring on. say, a book by 
A rthur Schlesinger J r.. called The 
Im perial O rganizaers? 


The day Leonard Woodcock was issu­ 
ing his strictures against Ford. Jim m y 
C arter was struck alm ost, though not 
alas totally, dumb with dismay at the 
refusal of Ford to fire FBI Director 
Kelley because some of his subordinates 
had hung a curtain in his house. The 
sam e day, a judge sentenced the third of 
the three hired killers who a few years 


ago went into the house of a man con­ 
tending for the office of president of the 
United Mine W orkers, and shot him, and 
his wife, and his daughter. It transpired 
that the killers had been hired by the 
president of the UMW, who has gone to 
jail, though the preference of the jury 
was for the electric chair. 


The UMW is one of the half dozen m ost 
illustrious unions in America. So is the 
Team sters, whose first m ajor president 
went to jail, as did his successor who, 
having got out of jail, was scooped up by 
some of the boys and dropped in cem ent 
somewhere. And not. so far as we know 
— although we have not seen the fall line 
of books by M ark Lane — on insutrctions 
of Richard Nixon, Bob Haldeman or John 
Ehrlichm an. 


During the D em ocratic Convention, 
seven pressm en who succeeded, where 
Nixon failed, in stopping the presses of 
the Washington Post were indicted for 
vandalism . A nonunion w orker who 
hasn't received any aw ard from the 
American Civil Liberties Union fordoing 
his best to keep the presses rolling, on 


the sam e day suffered yet another haras­ 
sment when someone burned down the 
farm in his home in the country. 
Senator Mondale. whose whole fram e 
will quiver when the least injustice is in 
the air, did not cry out for an investiga­ 
tion of the system atic excesses of some 
unions. In Queens, New York, a couple of 
months earlier, a T eam ster organizer 
was shot and killed when he tried to par­ 
ticipate in moving a business that had 
been struck for ten years — the union 
was demanding an increase over the 
current wages of $5.50 to $7.00 per hour. 
The owner of the business had said the 
hell with it, closed down the doors, and 
called in the Team sters to help him 
move. Those strikers are am ong the un­ 
employed. 
It should be noted that in criticizing 
G erald F o rd , 
Mr. 
W oodcock also 
charged him with responsibility for the 
cu rren t inflation. That recalls the 
speeches by Nasser, charging Israel with 
disrupting the peace in the Middle East. 
As Frank said, there’s nobody m ore like 
Leonard Woodcock than Leonard Wood­ 
cock
